The  eleven  members  of  the  journalism  class 
found  thc>  had  an  awesome  job  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year.  These  eleven  people  had  to 
produce  a  200  page  yearbook,  eight  editions 
of  the  newspaper,  a  special  senior  newspaper 
of  .'S  pages,  and  raise  approximately  S8.  000  to 
finance  all  these  activities.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  they  had  accumulated  a  number  of  indi¬ 
vidual  and  group  awards  for  their  efforts. 
I'he  newspaper  received  two  sttac  awards 
from  the  United  High  School  Press  Associ¬ 
ation  —one  for  the  best  newswriting  in  state, 
and  the  other  was  third  place  for  best  all-round 
newspaper.  Katie  Crickenbergcr,  Rhonda  Ham¬ 
mons  and  Candy  Harper  were  selected  as  state 
semi-finalists  in  the  WVU  writing  contests. 
John  Dean  was  runner-up  to  the  state  winner 
of  the  W.Va.  Scholastic  Press  Association 
Outstanding  Journalist.
